Antiseptic  Ban JkrrcblefV. 

So  much  danger  exists  from  contagion 
in  tbe  handling  of  infected  clothing  that 
for  some  time  past  an  effort  has  been 
made  to  introdooe  handkerchiefs  of  pa¬ 
per  and  fiber.  A  substance  ooin posed  of 
shredded  fiber  might  be  put  Into  the 
form  of  paper  pulp  and  run  out  into 
sheets,  which  wonld  be  soft,  pliable, 
absorbent  and  inexpensive.  Paper  hand 
kerchiefs  might  be  made  almost  as  cheap 
as  toilet  paper  and  would  be  found  a 
moet  welcome  addition  to  the  equipment 
of  invalida  Immediately  upon  being 
used  they  could  be  burned  or  otberwi 
destroyed,  thereby  avoiding  the^trans- 
miasion  of  disease  germs  Laundresses 
and  others  have  frequently  been  inoou- 
lated  with  the  bacilli  of  various  mala¬ 
dies  by  contact  in  the  washtub.  A 
scratch  or  any  irritated  spot  on  the  akin 
may  become  a  lodging  plaoe  for  such 
organisms.  For  this  and  other  reasons 
the  paper  handkerchief  ia  strongly  com¬ 
mended.  If,  in  addition  to  tbe  absorbent 
and  Inexpensive  qualities,  tbe  pulp  oould 
be  impregnated  with  some  inodorous  and 
efficacious  antiseptic,  the  value  of  this 
new  departure  would  be  largely  increas¬ 
ed. — New  York  Ledger.
